on Tuesday afternoon 
Wiley was walking across the ice 
at Eisenhart s dam when the ice 
gave way when he was about the 
middle of the stream. The water 
was more than six feet deep at the 
place, and Wiley was completely 
submerged when the ice broke. 
When he came to the surface, the 
aged man threw out his arms, grasp­ 
ed the ice with his hands and began 
calling for help. 
His calls for help were heard by- 
John and William Brilhart. broth­ 
ers, who were working nearby, and 
they ran to his assistance. Fortun­ 
ately a strand of wire fence was 
lying on the bank of the dam and 
one of the young'men crawled upon 
the ice partway and threw the wire 
to Wiley, who was thus drawn out 
of the water 
It was necessary to send for a 
physician as Wiley was severely af­

FROMMOUNTAINS 


Farmers 
Change 
From 
Moonshiners 
To 
Truckers. 


Hendersonville. N. C. 
<AP>.—A 
new kind of wealth is being wrested 
from the Blue Ridge mountains. 
Farmers who In pre-Volstead days 
grew corn by sunlight and in the 
moonlight turned it into fiery spirits, 
have found a new way to make a 
living. 
Gone are the traditional cabins 
—gone are the distilleries and in 
their 
places 
modernly 
equipped 
farm 
houses 
nestle 
against 
the 
mountainside, while good roads wind 
through the hills. 
Here in the heart of the Blue 
Ridge, including portions of Geor­ 
gia, Tennessee, the Carolinas, Vir­ 
ginia, West Virginia and Kentucky, 
lies an agricultural section prob­ 
ably unlike any other in America. 
“One-Crop Farmers’' 
There are no "one-crop” farm ­ 
ers here, and little short of a flood 
or drought can cause these farmers 
to feel the sting of want. Diversi­ 
fied crops, brought here through 
farm extension work, has enabled 
the mountaineer to have something 
to sell every month in the year. 
Herds of sheep and cattle roam 
the hillsides and valleys, supplying 
wool and mutton, dairy products and 
beef, which are marketed in large 
quantities, while millions of pure­ 
bred chickens lay eggs that are used 
on family tables—with a surplus 
large enough to Bend many car­ 
loads of eggs and poultry to north­ 
ern markets each year. 
Truck Line* 
The motor truck jobber has been 
an important factor in the develop­ 
ment 
of 
mountain 
agriculture. 
Fleets of these trucks operate be­ 
tween the farms and city markets, 
over a system of highways leading 
in every direction. 
Cheese factories, canning plants 
and 
potato 
curing 
houses 
have 
sprung up all through the moun­ 
tains. While not large, these plants 
afford a steady income to the farm ­ 
er. 
Apple growing has long been an 
important industry in this section, 
but through country farm agents 
better methods of horticulture have 
been 
adopted 
and 
an improved 
product is the result 
Cooperative marketing of poul­ 
try through the Farmers federation, 
of which James O. K. McClure is 
head, has been a leading develop­ 
ment of recent years. Many hatch­ 
eries are maintained and poultry 
trucks and railroad cars are con­ 
tinually carrying the products to 
New York and other markets.
